keep up the fighting for another year.” 
If that opinion is general among the 
Kaiser’s soldiers it is a safe bet we 
will finish. the war this year, because

\ The Freneh, in the Meuse hills, , 
the east of Verdun, in a surprise at- 
tack, cleared the German# from 
trenches over a front of about 200. 
yards, and also put down in Cham 
pagne several German attacks. Bon: | 
bardments alone are taking place 
around Verdun. 

Along the British line in France, 
bombardment and Sapping operations 
are being carried on at various points 
East of Loos, the Germans succeeded 
in gaining ‘a footing in British 
trenches, but were .able to hold, them 
only a few minutes until. a counter 
attack was delivered. : 

Italians in the Mont Adameilo zone 
have succeeded in occupying positions 
in the sector between Crozzon di Far- 
gorina and Crozzon di Lares, which 
are of. great strategic value in their 
movement abainst Trent. The Ital- 
jans also have made further progress 
against the Austrians on Mount 
Sperone. 

Attacks by the Austrians to the 
north of Lenzumo were repulsed by 
the Italians. Elsewhere along this 
front there have been only artiilery 
engagements, 

Little fighting of moment is going 
on between the Teutonic allies and the 
Russians on Russian territory, except 
artillery duels. 

In the Caucasus region the Russians 
are continuing their advance against 
the Turks, according to Petrograd. 
In the Operations toward Mosul, hav? 
ing Bogdad as its objective, the 
Turks are declared to have retreated 
precipitately before the  Raseians, 
abandoning’ war material, Te! Rus- 
sians are pressing on in pursuit.
